The decorations were numerous and 
tasteful and the enthusiasm pronounced. 
The visiting party was escorted to the 
courthouse square by a mounted beady, 
largely composed. of the farmers of the 
county. Dr. L. C. Anderson presided 
and introduced John R. MeLean, the 
demorratic candidate for vovernor. 

Mr. McLean introduced Mr. Bryan as

masses, Mr. Bryan to avoid the crisp 
morning air, put on a skull cap, whirh 
provoked good natured laughter, in re- 
sponse to which he sald: 

“My hair is not as much protection 
as it used to be, and vou ought not to 
complain if I am getting 2 little ba!d.

He treated the matter of trusts 
in practically the same manner as char- 
acterized his Kentucky utterances. He 
claimed the republican party said some 
trusts were bad and others rccd. 

“Trusts are actually so bad,’ said the 
Speaker, “that a repubiiean convertion 
in this state, a convention run by.

Declares God Would Never Choose

Celina, O., October 19.—A large crowd 
met the Bryan-McLean special train here 
and listened to addresses.

President’s Train Was Delayed and 
Seme Anxiety Was Aroused. 


HAS TRAVELED 5,000 MILES 


Party Was Well Cared for by Rai- 
road Officials Everywhere. 


SPECIAL TRAIN CARRIED THE CROWD 


Every Convenience and Comfort Was 
Furnished the Chi:f Execu- 
tive on the Trip. 


Washington, October 19.—President Me- 
Kinley and party reached Washington at 


2:28 p. m., nearly ani hour behind 
schedule, owing to delay on the grade 
in the Baltimore tunnel. 

The party consisted of President and 
Mrs. McKintey, Secretary Long, Secre- 
tary and Mrs. Hitchcock and Attorney 
Genera] Griggs, Assistant Secretary 


Cortelyou and Myr. Finney, private secre- 
tary to the secretary of the navy; mem- 
bers of the press and the white house at- 
tendants. All but the three cabinet offi- 
cers mentioned had Jeft the party at vari- 
ous points on the road. The train was 
met at the station by Secretary Root, 
Adjutant General Corbin, District Mar- 
Shal Palmer and John Addison: Porter, 
secretary to the president. 

Some anxiety was caused at first by 
the announcement that the train was de- 
layed three-quarters of an hour. near 
Baltimore, but it was afterwards learn- 
ed that the only trouble lay in the com- 
bination of a sharp curve, heavy grade 
and wet rails in the tunnel, which neces- 
sitated backing out to get another en- 
gine. 

Mrs. Mchinley was looking stronger 
than on he return from her last trip 
west and it was agreed by the members 
of the party that she had improved 
health on the journey. 

Leaving Washington October 4th, the 
train traveled a distance of 5,009 miles 
And passed over the tracks of eighteen 
railway systems. Arrangements for the 
trip were made by the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company, which furnished- the 
entire equipment. The itinerary having 
been: arranged by the white house offi- 
Clals, Mr. George W. Boyd, assistant 
general passenger agent of the Pennsy}- 
vania system, put himself in communica- 
tion with the general passenger agents of 
the various railways over which it was 
the wish ot the party to pasa and a 
schedule was quickly made up.

Grave of the Ex-President To Be 
Marked at Last. 

Richmond, Va., October -19.—(Special.) 
The grave in Hollywood cemetery here of 
President John Tyler, which for more 
than thirty-five years has been unmark- 
ed, is at last to have a monument placed 
The failure of the last resting 
place of one of Virginia’s presidents to 
have placed upon it some memorial or 
mark of identification has for years elicit- 
ed comments in al] parts of the coun- 
try. The attention of this negligence to 
recognize one of the nation’s chief magis- 
trates has been called both to congress 
and the Virginia legislature during the 
Jast four years.

North Carolina Senator Arraigns His 
Political Opponents, 


FRAUD IS CONTEMPLATED 


Proposed Amendment to the Consti- 
tution Severely Denounced. 


APPEAL TO BOTH RACES IS MADE 


Tarheel Asserts That Many Illiterate 
White Men Will Be Kept 
from the Polls. 


C., October 19.—Senator 
Pritchard spoke here last night in re- 
gard to the proposition to amend the 
provision of the state constitution pre- 
scribing the qualifications for electors. 
This amendment constituted, he satd, the 
most important question presented to the 
people since the war. Tre cons;itution 
of 1868, framed by the repub'ican :arty, 
guaranteed free suffrage io the rich, the 
poor and the educated alike. There had 
never been a moment since ,ts adueption, 
declared the senator, when jt had rot 
been thei ntention of the democratic party 
to do all in its power, should the op- 
present itself, to amund tlie 
as to restrict the right 
of suffrage and if possible prevent the 
poor and illiterate white people from ex- 
ercising that right. 

The people were confronted witn a 
proposition to amend, the constitution, 
which would, in his judgment, disfran- 
chise the poor and illiterate clisses of 
both races. 

‘There is,’’ he said, ‘‘much of the 
posed amendment which is; calculated to 
create apprehension and alarm on the 
part of the illiterate and poor white peo- 
ple of North Carolina as well as the coi- 
ored race. It is a carefully prepared and 
well devised scheme by which it Is 
thought forever to prevent the common 
people of North Carolina from participat- 
ing in the management and control of her 
affairs. While it is pretended by those 
who advocate 
that its object is to secure white su- 
premacy, at the same time there lurks 
beneath the surface a purpose to dis- 
franchise thousands of our citizens, both 
white and colored, and thereby enabite a 
certain class in the state to hold the 
offices and enjoy the emoluments of the 
same. The proposition which they pro- 
pose to submit is an attempt to confer 
the right of suffrage by inheritance, a 
plan which is repugnant to every prin- 
ciple of the organic law of the land, and 
one which ignores all that ts sacred and 
dear to a free and independent people.” 

The proposed amendment will not In the 
slightest degree affect, the race question, 
he said. The democrats will always con- 
tend that there is a race question as 
long as any number of negroes vote 
against the democratic party. The wave

Mr. Balfour in reply to an interpella- 
tion as to whether the governor of Cape 
Colony, Sir Alfred Miiner, would be al- 
lowed to discuss the Schreiner ministry, 
to dissolve the Cape legislature and tem- 
porarily to assume full authority, said: 

“This question is apparently founded 
upon newspaper reports for which, so 
far as the imperial government is aware, 
there is no foundation.” 

Mr. Balfour announced that the pres- 
ent sitting of parliament would be re- 
garded as a complete session, to be term- 
inated by prorogation, and not adjourned 
unti] February. 

Henry Seaton Carr, conservative, in 
accordance with notice given yesterday 
asked the (first lord of the treasury 
whether the government had directed at- 
tention to certain speeches and letters by 
and emanating from the members of 
the Kilkenny and East Claire, Messrs.

APPOINTMENTS TO BE

The Georgia legislature has seen the 
last—for the present at least—of political 
contests and from a political standpoint 
the coming session will therefore have 
lesa interest to the politicians than any 
other in many years. As a rule the second 
session sees but few contests, but with the 
election of judges and solicitors relegated 
to the people, this session will be abso- 
lutely barren of politics. The governor 
has a number of appointments to make 
and submit to the senate for ratification, 
but there ara very few cantests among 
them and these are purely local in their 
character. There are a few ad interim 
appointments that have to be made again 
and submitted for ratification, some trus- 
tees of state institutions and members of 
state boards to be named, but there is 
very little general interest in any of 
these. 

Among the ad interim appointments is 
that of Clark Howell as a member of the 
beard of trustees of the state university. 
The terms of James M. Dupree and T. M. 
Newell as trustees of the Georgia Normal 
and Industrial institute expire in the near 
future and their successors “are to be 
named, a4 are successors to James H, 
Evans and Philip B. Boyd, as trustees 
of the Experiment station; of Dr. A. A. 
Smith and E. R. Anthony, allopath; Drs. 
M, A. Cleckley and R. E. Hinman, home- 
opaths, and Drs. M. K. Philips and John 
FE’, Harris, eclectics, all members of the 
board of medical examiners; of Dr. B. F. 
Sims as a member of the board of dental 
examiners, and of the entire list of trus- 
teegy of the state lunatic asylum, These 
latter officials do not go to the senate for 
confirmation, but are appointed straight 
out by the governor.

In- 
side the booth are fine specimens of hay, 
clover, barley, peanuts, pumpkins, Wheat 
and other farm products. The effect 
made by the arrangement is artistic in 
the extreme.
